IN  THE  MATTER  OF  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Code,  1961-62. 

AND  IN  THE  MATTER  OF  complaints  by  Mr.  William  Barnes,  Mr. 
Artine  Karayan,  Miss  Helen  Allen  and  Mrs.  Dorreen  Snyder,  that 
they  were  discriminated  against  in  the  matter  of  occupancy  of 
living  accommodations  because  of  race,  colour,  nationality, 
ancestry  and  place  of  origin  by  Mr.  Steve  Goruk,  Mrs.  Steve 
Goruk  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Goruk  of  Hamilton. 


REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  INQUIRY 

1.  I  was  appointed  by  the  Honourable  Minister  of  Labour  to 
inquire  into  the  above  noted  complaint,  and  a  hearing  was 
fixed  for  that  purpose  at  Hamilton,  Ontario  on  October  22, 
1968. 

2.  Prior  to  the  hearing,  discussions  took  place  between 
representatives  of  the  Human  Rights  Commission,  and  the 
respondents  herein.    As  a  result  of  these  discussions,  a 
settlement  was  arrived  at  which  proved  acceptable  to  the 
Commission,  to  the  respondents,  and  to  all  of  the  complain- 
ants. 

3.  One  of  the  terms  of  this  settlement  was  the  withdrawal  of 
Mr.  Karayan* s  complaint,  and  this  being  agreeable  to  all 
concerned,  no  further  action  should  be  taken  in  respect 
of  it. 

4.  A  detailed  memorandum  of  the  settlement  was  prepared  and 
is  in  the  possession  of  the  Human  Rights  Commission.  This 
memorandum  was  read  and  explained  to  me,  and  in  my  view  it 
represents  an  appropriate  disposition  of  the  controversy. 

5.  Accordingly,  I  recommend  that  none  of  the  complaints  herein 
be  further  pursued.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.
